An actor—cynics aver—is a guy who if you are not talking 


about him, he’s not listening. 


Omit one of Hollywood’s foremost leading men—Academy 
Award Winner Gregory Peck—from any such loose general- 
izations. With him, a conversation is a genuine two-way 


exchange. 

Not only does he bend an atten- 
tive ear to any subject under dis- 
cussion but, even more rare in 
some filmland circles, he carefully 
weighs his own comments and 
answers to interrogations. 

Peck, who has chalked up one 
of Hollywood’s most distinguished 
careers, including the winning of 
the Academy Oscar for his role 
of Atticus Finch in “To Kill a 
Mockingbird,” adds to his long 
list of notable characterizations 
with his portrayal of the title role 
in “Captain Newman, M. iene 
comedy-drama, a Universal 
release in color, ComeS..--...-..---------- 
EO GUITC eter ce essere Theatre. 

He is seen as the chief of the 
neuro-psychiatric staff at an Air 
Force hospital base, a brilliant, 
sardonic, compassionate man who 
is a genius at therapy but whose 
dedication to his work brings him 
into frequent conflict with his 
immediate superiors. 

Producer Robert Arthur and 
director David Miller have sur- 
rounded him with a superlative 
assortment of co-stars, including 
Tony Curtis, Angie Dickinson, 
Eddie Albert and Bobby Darin. 

Few actors bring to their work 
the serious dedication that marks 
every role Peck has undertaken. 
By the time cameras are ready to 
grind he has_ so thoroughly 
immersed himself in his char- 
acterization that, for the dura- 
tion of the production, he seem- 
ingly becomes the person he is 
portraying. 

He is such a perfectionist, so 
intent on extracting the best pos- 
sible performance, that, prior to 
the launching of shooting, he 
frequently rehearses critical 
sequences as much as 100 times. 


When he has fully digested his 
part, he not only knows his entire 
dialogue by memory, but also that 
of every other person in the 
script, a feat unequalled by any 
other actor on Hollywood sound 
stages. 

In preparation for ‘Captain 
Newman, M. D.,’”’ Peck not only 
conferred at length with the 
author of the best selling novel, 
Leo Rosten, but spent endless 
hours reading supplemental mate- 
rial of a related nature and in 
discussions with practicing psy- 
chiatrists to learn their working 
techniques. 


As one nameless supporting 
player observed, after watching 
him in action, “Why, I’d much 
sooner have him handle my case 
than my own head shrinker.” 


Away from the sound stage 
Peck completely sheds the mantle 
of movie star to revert to the 
role he enjoys most of all—hus- 
band and father. 


In his college days he was an 
outstanding athlete until an 
injury forced him to the sidelines. 
Today he is peacock proud of the 
athletic achievements of his two 
oldest sons. One, Jonathan, has 
won numerous track events. The 
other, Stephen, is on his way 
towards becoming a champion 
amateur wrestler. 


Another of his interests is 
horse racing. He recently pur- 
chased a gray Irish jumper, 
Owen’s Sedge, and the animal 
surprised everyone, including 
Peck, when he nosed out all the 
competition in the first race in 
which his owner entered him. 


He is a great reader and has one 
of filmland’s largest private col- 
lections of books on Lincoln, who 
is one of his favorite persons in 
history. Like Carl Sandburg, he 
can relate anecdotes on Lincoln 
for hours on end. 


When film commitments per- 
mit, Peck likes to get away from 
Hollywood for three or four 
months at a time, usually head- 
ing for the French Riviera where, 
at picturesque Cape Ferrat, not 
far from a village in which Som- 
erset Maugham lives, he has a 


residence which he now rents, but 
someday intends to purchase. 

His wife is the former French 
newspaper correspondent, Veron- 
ique Passani, who first met him 
when she was assigned to inter- 
view him. Their marriage has 
been an enormous success, with 
Peck frequently arranging for his 
wife to serve as his spokesman 
when interviewers call. 

Those who know Peck inti- 
mately report that, in spite of his 
celluloid savoir faire, he is bas- 
ically a rather shy person, little 
given to singing his own praises 
and embarrassed by too much 
attention. 

His original hope, as a young- 
ster, was to become a physician 
and, to this day, notwithstanding 
his success on the stage and 
screen, he’s not sure that in 
becoming an actor he made the 
right choice. 


Star Flies To England

Captain Josiah J. Newman 
(GREGORY PECK) — brilliant, 
sardonic, compassionate—is chief 
of the neuro-psychiatric section at 
Camp Colfax, Army Air Base in 
the sun-scorched Southwest des- 
ert. 

A genius at therapy, he deals 
with the kind of sickness that 
doesn’t show up on a thermometer 
or fluoroscope, moving through a 
farcical, tragic world of men 
caught in the comedy-nightmare 
of wartime. 

He is often a thorn in the side 
of top brass for he acts first like 
a doctor and afterward as an of- 
ficer, a course destined to bring 
him into frequent conflict with 
superiors lacking his medical in- 
sight. 

There is a never-ending short- 
age of trained men needed at the 
far-flung fighting fronts. Captain 
Newman’s battle is largely with 
those duty-bound to provide the 
required quota, who in their patri- 
otic zeal fail to understand an ill- 
ness only a psychiatrist can recog- 
nize. 

His commanding officer, Colonel 
Edgar Pyser (JAMES GREG- 
ORY), sensitive to pressures from 
headquarters, is nettled that Cap- 
tain Newman keeps grounding so 
many men, and that Ward Seven 
has the slowest return - to - duty 
rate in the whole Area Command. 

The antiseptic rooms behind the 
locked, barred door of the psychi- 
atric section provide one of the 
few places a serviceman can blurt

Gregory Peck is not one to rest on his laurels. 
Note his behavior immediately following his winning of an 
Oscar for his work in “To Kill a Mockingbird.” 
The ceremonies, and the festivities that followed, kept him 
up until four in the morning. If ever a person had a legitimate 


excuse for showing up a bit late 
at the studio, it was Peck. 


But that’s not the way he func- 
tions. At 8 a. m., he was due on 
the set of his current Universal 
color dramatic comedy, ‘‘Captain 
Newman, M. D.’’, which comes 
pi bar yesuies eae £O:ttNG 2a eee 
Theatre. 


He didn’t show up at the speci- 
fied hour—but a full 60 minutes 
earlier. 


“IT wanted to be extra sure,” he 
explained, “that I knew all my 
lines perfectly so that I would in 
no way hold up production. Win- 
ning an Oscar is no excuse for 
getting lazy; if anything, it 
imposes an added responsibility— 
to try to make the next perform- 
ance better than the last.” 


Few stars work more assidu- 
ously than Peck in preparing for 
his roles. For “Captain Newman, 
M. D.,” in which he portrays 
the title character, he began his 
preparatory labors months before 
producer Robert Arthur was 
ready to start filming the screen- 


play. 


out the truth, reveal his innermost 
feelings, without being crucified. 


The ward is a haven for a great 
assortment of characters, some hi- 
larious, some tragic, some noble, 
some preposterous, each giving an 
illuminating new facet to the col- 
orful, funny, heart-breaking life 
of the Air Corps. 

Untrained in the medical arts 
but gifted with an intuitive under- 
standing of the wheelsprings that

Because Captain Newman is 
well aware of Laibowitz’s unique 
gifts he allows him special privi- 
leges and personal liberties, and 
the Corporal fast becomes a main- 
stay in the department, appreci- 
ated by both patients and staff. 


Captain Newman’s lovely nurse, 
Lieutenant Francie Corum (AN- 
GIE DICKINSON), synthesizes 
for him the private world he hopes 
to put together—marriage, chil- 
dren, a little home with a garden 
—when war is at an end. 


She returns his love full meas- 
ure, idolizing him not only as flesh- 
and-blood but as an inspired heal- 
er of sick minds. Down to earth in 
her appraisal she knows that be- 
fore they can make their dream 
come true they first must accom- 
plish the pressing work at hand. 


Another nurse on Captain New- 
man’s staff is Lieutenant Grace 
Blodgett (JANE WITHERS), a 
good-natured, middle-aged woman 


In the screen picturization of 
Leo Rosten’s best-seller novel, he 
is seen as a neuro-psychiatrist, 
and the research he conducted in 
this area alone probably could 
qualify him as something of a lay 
expert in the field. 


He conferred for hours with top 
practitioners, spent days observ- 
ing the behavior patterns of 
patients and doctors in mental 
institutions, and read enough 
descriptive texts and medical 
journals to bring him up to date 
on all phases of the subject. 


Only at this stage of his studies 
did he begin to formulate a per- 
sonal concept of the celluloid 
characterization he hoped _ to 
endow with flesh - and - blood 
reality. 


This was no static, pre-con- 
ceived image, but one which con- 
stantly changed and expanded as 
his ideas took on form, and as one 
character facet opened unfore- 
seen doors to others that existed 
beyond. 


who finds that most of her pati- 
ents look upon her as a mother 
away from home. 

Among Captain Newman’s pa- 
tients is Colonel Norval Algate 
Bliss (EDDIE ALBERT), career 
officer who has cracked under the 
burden of the long succession of 
men he has sent into aerial com- 
bat who have never returned. He 
has developed a guilt complex. 
When he goes berserk, armed with 
a knife, it is Laibowitz who brave- 
ly halts him. But when he later 
ascends a water tank tower there 
is none who can stay his destiny 
as he makes a fatal plunge. 


Another patient is Corporal Jim 
Tompkins (BOBBY DARIN), dec- 
orated for bravery in thiry-four 
missions yet who considers himself 
an abject coward for not having 
rescued a buddy from a burning 
plane. Captain Newman helps him 
find the way to a true understand- 
ing of his genuine courage. He re- 
turns to duty, only to lose his life 
in combat. 


When Captain Paul Cabot Win- 
ston (ROBERT DUVALL) enters 
the ward he is in a catatonic 
state, almost wholly withdrawn 
in his private world of escape. 
Slowly Captain Newman traces 
the cause, and once his true per- 
spective is restored, he is on the 
path to recovery. 


There are moments when Cap- 
tain Newman is plagued with 
doubts, troubled in the searing 
knowledge that often he is curing 
the sick, making them strong and 
healthy only so that they can go 
out and be killed. But there is no 
re-shaping of fate. His work is to 
heal—and his work must go on. 
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Not Possible To Be In Too 
Many Pictures Says Tony 
Curtis, On ‘Newman’ Set

Tony Curtis, who definitely has a mind of his own, says 
the bugaboo of over-exposure—being seen in too many pic- 
tures—has no foundation in fact. 


“There’s no such thing as over-exposure,” he asserted on 
the set of his current Universal picture, ‘Captain Newman, 


M. D.,’ in which he adds his 
formidable talents to those of 
Oscar Winner Gregory Peck, 
playing the title role, and Angie 
Dickinson. Photographed in color, 
“Captain Newman, M. D.,”’ comes 
per tr tae to: the -............

“Even one picture,” he eluci- 
dated, ‘‘can constitute over-expo- 
sure if—and this is the critical 
aspect — it happens to be the 
wrong kind of picture. If the part 
isn’t right the actor is going to 
look bad and his career probably 
will suffer. 


“But, give any actor the proper 
kind of assignments and you'll 
find that even if he’s a non-stop 
worker on the sound stages the 
public will still go to see his 
films.” 


As Curtis sees it this bolsters 
his conviction that it is the story 
which is of paramount impor- 
tance in movie making. 


“The number one creative con- 
tributor in any motion picture 
project,” he contends, “is, it goes 
without saying, the writer of the 
script, and for all practical pur- 
poses, the picture stands or falls 
on his achievement.” 


That Curtis practices what he 
preaches is amply evident in his 
schedule for current films. His 
role in ‘Captain Newman, M. D.,” 
in which he portrays Corporal 
Jackson Laibowitz, Peck’s chief 
orderly, is his second assignment 
this season. 


Earlier, he was in “40 Pounds 
of Trouble,” and when he con- 
cluded ‘‘Newman”’ he immediately 
went before the cameras anew 
for a co-starring stint with his 
bride, Christine Kaufmann, in 
“Wild and Wonderful.” Following 
that he had two more pictures on 
which to work. 


Curtis, who even started his 
own independent film company, 
Curtis Enterprises, to fill in any 
production gap which might 
develop, has numerous reasons 
for wanting to keep busy at his 
craft. 


He believes that an actor learns 
the esoteric techniques of his 
work best not by theoretical stud- 
ies but by actual experience in 
legitimate assignments. 


“T consider myself especially 
fortunate,” he says, ‘‘that in my 
beginning days at Universal they 
seldom gave me a chance to spend 
more than a week or two between 
pictures. In that way, I had the 
best schooling I could possibly 
have gotten, working side by side 
with well-trained performers.” 


Curtis considers his Corporal 
Laibowitz assignment in ‘“Cap- 
tain Newman, M. D.,” a particu- 
larly rewarding role in that it 
contributes in the largest meas- 
ure to the hilarious comedic fac- 
ets of the story.

All Hollywood perked up its ears when a gifted young 
player signed her name to a major studio term contract, and 
immediately was assigned a starring role. 

The actress was Angie Dickinson, a sultry blonde. The film 
company was Universal. And the paper she signed was a long- 


term’ pact for the use of her 
impressive talents over the next 
seven years. 

Almost before the ink had 
dried, she was rushed before the 
color cameras for one of the sea- 
son’s top roles — the feminine 
lead opposite Academy Award 
winner Gregory Peck and Tony 
Curtis in the comedy - drama, 
“Captain Newman, M. D.,” based 
on the best selling novel by Leo 
Rosten. A highly dramatic story 
of the psychiatric rehabilitation 
of Air Force personnel inter- 
spersed with the robust humor of 
the soldiers who operate the hos- 
pital, “Captain Newman, VED a 
COMES:.2 2.4 LO Ene: =a Theatre. 

What made Miss Dickinson’s 
signing especially noteworthy was 
the fact that it marked one of 
the first such contracts in many 
years, most major companies 
having adopted a policy of paring 
down contract lists and hiring 
actors only as needed. 

At Universal itself, for exam- 
ple, easily one of the busiest of 
the major producing firms, the 
last previous feminine star signed 
to a long-term deal was Sandra 
Dee, some six years ago.

Miss Dickinson is no newcomer 
to the screen, having blazoned 
into eye-arresting prominence 
when Howard Hawks, the talent 
Columbus, chose her for the fem- 
inine lead opposite John Wayne 
in “Rio Bravo.” 

In this outdoor spectacle she 
portrayed a net-stockinged dance- 
hall girl with a lurid past and a 
speculative future. She displayed 
a pair of legs which quickly won 
her both a Golden Garter and a 
Golden Calf award. 

Soon thereafter she was cast 
with Richard Burton in “The 
Bramble Bush.” Next she was 
Peter Finch’s leading lady in 
“The Sins of Rachel Cade,” after 
which she was teamed _ with 
Frank Sinatra in “Ocean’s 
Eleven.”
